PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 5.—The stockhold- 
ers of the United Gas Improvement company 
held their annual meeting today, at which 
the preliminary steps were taken toward 
guaranteeing the organization of the pros- 
pective American Gas Investment company. 
This new enterprise is to be capitalized at 
$50,000,000, of which one-haif is to be sub- 
scribed in this country and the otner half to 
be offered to English capitalists. 

The capital will be distributed in 500,000 

shares at $100 par, and 2,000 of these will ve 
issued at par as founders’ shares to subscrib- 
ers in consideration of guaranteeing $200,000 
to pay for the organization. 
As soon as the organization of the new 
company is effected 380 per cent will be paid 
in, ana the $15,000,000 thus raised will be ap- 
plied as follows: $10,000,000 to pay outright 
for the absorption of the present United Gas 
Improvement company and $5,000,000 to go to 
the new concern as immediate working capi- 
tal. 

The $10,000,000 which is to be used to prac- 
tically buy out the United Gas improvement 
plant covers the $5,000,000 of capital of the 
present organization, and a surplus of $5,000,- 
000 which the company has accumulated in 
addition.

INSANE ASYLUM TRUSTEES CENSURED. 


The Commission of Inquiry Makes Its Re- 
port to Gov. Fifer. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 5.—[Special.]—J. M. 
Gould, J. C. Corbus, and Charles G. Trusdeil 
of the State Board of Charities today sub- 
mitted to Gov. Fifer their report as a com- 
mission of inquiry to determine the responsi- 
bility for the discharge ot Mary Boebel and 
Louise Schuesler, the two insane patients 
who were so barbarously treated while con- 
fined in the Du Page County Poor-House. 
The report reviews the facts brought out by 
the investigation at that time and details 
concerning the transfer of the patients, 
among others, from Kankakee to Elgin, 
whereby the quota of the county was in- 
creased, 

The Trustees of the asylum at Elgin are 
censured for the loose manner in which ac- 
counts are kept, and considerable evidence is 
given showing that both the patients in ques- 
tion were dangerous, and unmanageable. 
Nothing was brought out in the investiga- 
tion from which it can be determined who 
was responsibie for the discharge of these 
two patients, together with a number of oth- 
ers from La Salle County at the same time. 
The evidence being contradictory between 
those who should shoulder the responsibility, 
the Commissioners therefore do not con- 
sider it necessary to discuss the question of 
veracity between the assistaut physicians 
and certain Trustees. The report concludes: 

It is our opinion that the Trustees erred in or- 
dering this discharge—first, because the law ex- 
pressly declares that in the retention as well as 
in the admission of patients the violent, dan- 
gerous, or otherwise troublesome patients shall 
Lave the preference over those of an opposite de- 
soription.“ and it is admitted that there were 
other patients in the hospital of both sexes from 
Du Page County who were comparatively quiet 
and harmless; and, second, because at the time 
of said disch the quota of that county was 
in fact not full, and the county was entitled to 
have them retained in the institution under the 
law. We thing this action of the Trustees was 
hasty and ill-considered. . ' 

It will be seen from this that the patients 
were discharged for no Other reason than 
that the attendaats and those in charge at 
the asylum were afraid of them, and easily 
found an excuse for returning them to Du 
Page County. Gov. Fifer has as yet taken 
no action, and it is possible he will deem ac- 
won on his part unnecessary, as discharges 
from these asylums in the future will be 
more closely watched that no further indis- 
cretions of this character can be practiced. 


WHO WERE STRICKLER’S ENEMIES! 


Startling Developments Expected in the 
Findlay, O., Mystery. 

FroLAr, O., May 5.— [Special. — The mys- 
terious death of Detective Henry Strickler 
continues to turuish food for speculation. 
The general opinion is that he was §poisoned. 
A detective from the detective agency of 
Cincinnati, of which Strickler was fan agent, 
is at work on the case. Coroner Howells 
has ordered a post-mortem, and the inquest 
has been postponed to await the doctors’ re- 
port. It is rumored that evidence of Strick- 
ler’s death being the result of poison has 
been found. A number of suspected parties 
are under surveillance, and sensational de- 
velopments may be expected at any Ame. 

It was developed today that those sus- 
pected of being the Orman robbers were not 
the only ones interested in Strickler being 
put beyond the reach of courts and juries, 

He was the detective who secured the 
indictment of Maj. Bright, a promi 


nent citizen of Marion Township, for 


arson. The farmers who had suffered 
from numerous incendiary fires employed 
young Strickler to hunt down the perpe- 
trator, and he secured evidence that the 
grand jury deemed sufficient to indict Maj. 
Bright. He was arrested and tried, but the 
jury disagreed, one man holding out for ac- 
quittal. Bright’s second trial is to begin ina 
few days and an effort had been made to get 
a change of venue. Strickler was a most im- 
portant witness, and, knowing the desperate 
characterof the indicted man, he has been 
heard to express himself as apprehensive of 
trouble from that quarter. 

For months prior to his death Strickler was 
en in investigating the mysterious 


death of Jessie Master, whose skeleton was 


found in the woods last fall. Some startling 
developments were said to have been un- 
earthed in this case, which in many respects 
is one of the strangest in the criminal annals 
of this part of the State, 65 

All mese affairs made the young detective 
many enemies, nearly all of wuom were 
st rs to him, thus throwing him off his 
guard regarding those with whom he ate and 
drank. ‘Poisoning was therefore an easy 
matter. Should it prove that his death was 
caused by this agency, as 18 generaily be- 
lieved, there will be a strange and sensa- 
tional story before many days. 


MEXICAN LOTTERY AGENTS AT WORK. 


A Pair Arrested at Denver for Violation of 

' the Postal Laws. 

Denver, Colo., May 5.—[Special.|—The in- 
difference of the city government allows a 
large number of violators of the State law to 
waik the streets of Denver with impuni- 
ty. This fact was shown very clearly yester- 
day when a couple of men, arrested through 
the efforts of the Post-Office Inspectors, were 
discharged for want of sufficient evidence to 
conyict them of violation of the postal laws. 
The evidence, however, showed defendants 
to have violated the State law if not those of 
the United States. 

Herman and Joseph Leopold were arraigned 
before United States Commissioner Brazee 
for violauon of the postal laws. The in- 
spectors had entrapped them by the usual 
methods employed in these cases, and had a 
large number of witnesses to prove that the 
men were acting as agents for a Mexican lot- 
tery. The latter agent could not be found, 
however, and the witnesses could not swear 
the prisoners bad mailed any circulars to 
them, inasmuch as all were signed H. 
Lewis.“ The replies to all circulars 
are received through the medium of the 
Leopolds’ post-office box. This was proved, 
but nothing further. So the Commissioner 
discharged the prisoners and reprimanded 
the vigilant city officials for their inactivity 
by remarking that the evidence would be 
good and convincing under the State laws. 
The witnesses are ready and willing to tes- 
tify should the men be rearrested. 


HIS WARNING WAS NOT HEEDED. 


A Passenger Who Predicted the Accident 
to the City of Paris.

friends were seriously alarmed. at his condi- 
hon. 0 

CLEVELAND RECEIVES THE REPORTER. 

“I arrived at Mr. Cleveland’s office, at No. 
45 William street, a little after2o’clock. I 
inquired if Mr. Cleveland was in, and, re- 
ceiving an affirmative auswer from ond of 
his clerks, sent my card him as the repre- 
ere could have 
been no misapprehension as te the nature of 
my visit. It was in no sense a social or per- 
sonal call. In a few Minutes the clerk 
brought back word that Mr. Cleveland would 
see me, and I was usheréd into his private 
office. We were alone 
three-quarters of an hour, and Mr. Cieveland 
talked very freely and ®mphatically. Mr. 
Cieveland spoke in his usual deliberate man- 
ner, and appeared to be iu a perfectly normal 
condition, 1 

I began by informing Him ot the object 
of my call, and told bim % the Moria 
would be glad to publish’ any statement he 
cared to make. He said he had not seen the 
Sun article (he never read the paper, he 
said, and would not touch it pair of 
tongs), and I gave him Verbally we gist of 
it, Mr. Clevelana e eee 
and made a profane expression reflectin 
the chastity of Mr. Dana’s mother. (This 
was omitted from the published interview.) 

“Mr. Cleveland then launched out into a 
vigorous denunciation of the editor of the 
Sun. He said he was a blackguard, vaga- 
bond, and dastardly scoundrel. He alsc 
characterized him as a senile old har and 
thief,’ with the additaon of a profane prefix. 
Several other profane words figured in Mr. 
Cieveland’s remarks, but none of them, of 
course, were published. 

After the conversation had gone on for 
fifteen or twenty minutes Mr. Cleveland 
asked me what I was going to publish, and I 
told him the substance of what he had said. 
He drew a pencil from his pocket, and, pick- 
ing up a pad, said, I will write out some- 
thing to guide you.’ : 

He then wrote the following, which is 
the first paragraph of the published inter- 
view: 

I have not, said Mr. Cleveland, seen the ar- 
ticié you refer to, and if it appears nowhere else 
but in the Sun there is not the least chance of 
my seeing it. Of course the entire thing is a lie, 
without the least pretext to excuse it. I judge 
from what you say that the venerabie editor of 
the Sun supposes that he has at last hit upon 3 
subject which can be used to annoy me. In this 
he is mistaken. He must be his own judge of 
social decencies and proprieties. I am not sure 
that he should, at his time of life and in his ap- 
parently peculiar mental condition, be molested 
in his-amusement. 

“This did not end the interview. After 
writing the above Mr. Cleveland taiked for 
more than twenty mioutes. Before Mr. 
Cleveland took up his pencil to write any- 
thing be had said in substance much of the 
matter contained in the interview. In pre- 
paring it for publication I inserted it as fol- 
lowing his written paragraph. Ali of the 
matter contained in the following paragraphs 
took place in the first stages of the inter- 

iew: 

888 HE COURTS RETIREMENT. 

**Continuing, Mr. Cleveland said that he 
had endeavored since coming to residé in 
New York to mind his own business. He 
had not tried to force himself into promi- 
nence, and had, in fact, courted the retire- 
ment of private life. If he should accept all 
the invitations for social enjoyment he re- 
ceived he would have to abandon his law 
practice, and he had decided not to accept 
any. Mr. Cleveland said tnat he had been 
treated with a great deal of kindness and con- 
sideration by the people of the city, and he 
appreciated it thoroughly. Mr. Cleveland 
added: 

I do not care, Mr. Cleveland added, how 
much I am criticized for my public acts. That is 
perfectly legitimate, and I recognize the right of 
every man to differ on public questions. There 
is a line, however, it seems to me, where criti- 
cism and abuse should stop. ‘The man who in- 
vades the privacy of a family and indulges in 
coarse and wanton attacks on private citizens is 
no better than a highwayman. He places him- 
self on the level of the blackguard, and bis vul- 
garities can have no weight with decent people 

„Regarding the frequent personal attacks 
upon himself in the columns of the Sun Mr. 
Cleveland said that, while he never saw 
them, every time one appeared a dozen 
cranks, more or less, would write to him 
about it. : 

„Whenever I receive these cranks’ let- 
ters, said Mr. Cleveland, I know that the 
senile old liar and thief, Dana, bas been at it 
again, Tnat is the only way I keep track of 
his mental ravings. The odject, I suppose, is 
to annoy me and my friends.“ 

“Mr. Cieveland then alluded to his wife, 
and said that Mr. Dana had not confined his 
attack to himself. He made war ou women 
as well us men. The attacks on Mrs. Cieve- 
land bad not been made openly or directly, 
but by Mr. Dana’s favorite od—inuendo 
and indirection.

“The above is practically all that Mr. 
Cleveland said regarding the editor of the 
Sun, The interview did not end there, how- 
ever. lasked him what he thought of tne

the World interview, stating that the pub-

Nothing was said by Mr. Cleveland to the ef- 
fect that he regarded any part of the inter- 
view as private, and I left him with the dis- 
tinct understanding in my mind that I could 
use my discretion in writing out the con ver- 
sation for publication. I submit that I could 
have had no possible motive for misrepre- 
senting the ex-President. I have had several 
years’ experience as a newspaper writer and 
interviewer, and this is the first time, I be- 
lieve, one of my interviews has been dis- 
puted.

CHARGES OF BOODLEISM AT DES MOINES. 


City Officials and Aldermen Accused of 
Raiding the City Treasury. : 
Des Motnes, Ia., May 5.—[Special.]|—The

By the action of the City Council last even- 
ing three square miles of territory and about 
2.000 inhabitants were added to the City .of 
Chicago. Some ume ago tne property-own- 
ers and the voters of the strip of territory 
lying between E:ghty-seventh street on the 
north and Ninety-fifth street on the south 
and between State street and Western ave- 
nue petiuoned the City Council to 
be . annexed under the old Root 
law. This applies to unincorporated 
territory and provides that the petition shall 
be signed by two-thirds of the’ owners of 
property in the district and three-fourths of 


the voters. The petition was referred to the 


Committee on Judiciary and was found suffi- 
cient in every respect. The committee 
therefore recommended that the prayer of 
the petition be granted. The recommenda- 
tion was submitted last evening, and an ac- 
oompanying resolution declaring che ter- 
ritory annexed was carried by a unanimous 
vote. The territory belongsto the Town- 
ship of Calumet, and the new southcrn 
boundary line of the city west of State street 
is Ninety-fifth street. This makes Washing- 
ton Heights, which is an incorporated Vil- 
lage, contiguous to the city, and it is ex- 
pected that it will be annexed next fall under 
the new law through the vote of the people. 
Last summer a petition was gotten up for the 
annexation of all the eastern half of Calumet 
by a vote of the people. Good lawyers suid it 
could not be done in that Way as the territory 
contiguous to the city was unincorporated, 
and the new law, therefore, did not apply. 
The old law was then utilized. Nothing 
stands in the way now of the annexation of 
Washington Heights and the incorporated 
villages adjacent as far as Blue Island, ex- 
cept a vote of the people. Tne new territory 
added last night is being rapidly settled and 
will soon have a population of 5,000. Wash- 
ington Heights and Morgan Park, when they 
come in, will add 4,000 peopie more. 
CAN DEARBORN PARK BY USED? 

Mayor Cregier did not veto the ordinance 

roviding for the erection of @ public library 
building on Dearborn Park at the Council 
meeting last evening, but he maneuvered to 
have it killed just as effectualiy.. He sub- 
mitted ao opinion of Fourth Assistant Cor- 
poration Counsel Tuomas, which hela that 
the ordinance was fatally defective in that 
it made provision for a memorial hall 
for the Union Veteran Association; also that 
it contravened the purpose of the original 
grant of the ground, which contained the pro- 
viso that it should be forever vacant of 
public buildings.“ Where land is diverted 
from the purpose for which it is dedicated 
it reverts to the original proprietor.

THINGS FOR ILLINOIS REPUBLICANS TO 
THINK OVER. 

There isto be held in this city today a 
meeting of the Republican State Central 
Committee to fix the date for holding tbe 
con vention. As usual there will be a large 
gathering of party members from all parts of 
the State, and they will have what has been 
called a love feast,” some prominent poli- 
tician from each Congressional district giving 
(the reporters) a glowing account of the 
flattering condition of affairs therein and 
telling what a fine show it will make at the 
polls in November. Perhaps it may be bet- 
ter at today’s gathering to have a littie more 
fact and a little less fancy—to confront an 
unpleasant situation and see what can be 
done to remedy instead of blinking it and 
letting things go from bad to worse. 

The Presidential campaign of 1888, so far 
at least as the Western States dre concerned, 
was fought on a plain, intelngent issue. The 
Republicans asked for power that they might 
make a reasonable, judicious revision and re- 
duction of the tariff on all the necessaries of 
life—which, while preserving the principle 
of protection, would remedy admitted de- 
fects in the tariff laws and lower duties that 
were too high. They asked that power be 
not given to the Democrats, because they, 
hostile to the protecuon principle, would cut 
and bew with the broad-ax. That was the 
position of Western candidates for Congress. 
It was the program of Gen. Harrison, a sup- 
porter of the revision and reduction of 1883, 
as outlined in his speeches. It was the plat- 
form of the Prohibitionists, nearly ali ex-Re- 
publicans. But it was not in accordance 
with the McKinley plank wrung into the Na- 
tional platform; but few Republicans in the 
West pretended to indorse that plank. To 
have done 830 would have led to inevitable 
defeat. A& it was it cost the Western Re- 
publicans thousands of votes. 

On this policy of reduction and revision of» 
the duties on necessaries of life the Re- 
publican party girded up its loins, made a 
desperate effort, and won. It carried every 
Western State, including Indiana, the home 
of the President. It was not to the vote of 
the city artisans, however, that it owed its 
triumph. Though they have always been 
held to be the chief beneficiaries of high pro- 
tection, they repudiated it and voted for 
Cleveland free trade and against the pro- 
tection of Americaa labor.“ The Republicans 
were victorious because the farmers be- 
lieved their promises. Thanks to them the 
Republicans have the President, the Senate, 
and the House. 

What is being done in Washington to keep 
the promise made to the farmers! The 
Committee on Ways and Means has reported 


2 bill which largely increases the duties on 


and cost of nearly all the necessaries of life 
—of cotton, woolen, and linen goods, hats, 
caps, blankets; carpets, of hardware, cutlery, 
crockery, glass, tin dishes and cans, fertiliz- 
ers, and on almost every conceivable article 
used by the farmer. It is proposed to make 
this bill a caucus measure, and thrust it 
down the throat of every Republican mem- 
ber, so that men who two years ago favored 
“reductuon all along the line may row be 
forced to vote for higher duties all along the 
line—except on sugar. 

The McKinley bill does not carry out the 
policy which saved Lilinois to the Republic- 
ans in 1888. Nor is it even in accordance with 
the McKinley plank. That spoke of reducing 
the revenue by taking off taxes on tobacco 
and whisky. Those on whisky have not been 
reduced in the bill. It spoke of checking the 
importation of articles lixe those which are 
produced in this country. The dill puts 
higher duties on carpet wools, which are not 
grown in the United States. It spoke of re- 
ducing the revenues. The bill, under the 
pretense of lowering them, adds heavily to 
them and introduces the odious and danger- 
ous bounty system which is so likely to en- 
courage fraud. | . 

The McKinley plank favored high duties 
because they gave employment to labor.“ 
The framers of the McKinley bill have 
thrown that idea overboard. They had to in 
the face of the general assertion of the town 
labor classes that high duties did not protect 
them, and that they wanted no more of it, 
and wished to cut down the duties. After 
the nearly upanimous vote of that large 
% protected class for Cleveland at the last 
election it became au absurdity to talk about 
increased duties being in “the interest of 
labor,“ which scoffed at and spurned them 
and voted to cut nem down. 

What nas the effect of the McKinley bill 
been in the West! How have the farmers 
taken to it? How did the spring elections in 
Indiana and Illinois go? How did they go in 
Ohio and New York? Very badly. Have 
the Republicans held their own in the rural 
counties? It is notorious that they have not. 
Nor is it to be expects. Since 1882 the 
price of the farmer’s/products has falien 
one-third to eens auen of the seven 
years has found farm préducts bringing less 
and less. Bewildered stupefied by this 
condition of affairs he is told that the party 
chiefs in Washington which promised to 
make his burdens lighter hhve fixed upa tariff 
bill which will add to the cost of nearly every 
article of necessity heuses.

LEGITIMATE SPECULATION. 

Probably few of those who talk about the 
injurious tendency of speculation in produce 
and demand its suppression have any real 
idea of the extent to which it acts as an aid 
to legitimate commerce. They characterize 
the whole of it as mere gambiing, for which 
there can be no valid apology, but do so in 
utter ignorance of the important part it plays 
in facilitatimg the actual transfer of grain 
and provisions from the producer to the con- 
sumer, and especially in keeping to a mini- 
mum the difference between the prices paid 
to the one and by the other. They do not 
seem to think it possible that if such meth- 
ods were abolished the difference would per- 
haps double, and the greater part of the ex- 
tra cost myst be suffered by the man on the 
farm. 

The buyer of grain at acountry point waits 
tall he finds the farmers are anxious to sell 
in considerable quantity. He sends an order 
to the city to sell there for future delivery 
aboutas much as he expects to be able to 
take in within a reasonabie time. Knowing 


handling he then fixes the prices he will 
pay for the grain by the wagon-load as 
brought to him from the farm. These arri- 


vais may be delayed by bad weather, or he 


may have other reasons for not forwarding 
the grain to the city on‘the original contract. 
In such a case he sends an order to the com- 
mission merchant to buy it in and sell for 
delivery in some month further ahead. If 


the city purohaser bought the grain with in- 


tentaon to ship it on arrival and bad made his 
arrangements for doing so, he would be 
obliged to buy from some oné else and sell 
against the first contract. The man who ex- 
ports grain would run a heavy risk if he 
should have to stand the run of the market 
during the whole time the property is in 
transit. He avoids this by selling for future 
delivery in this market and covering when 
the cargo arrives on the other side of the 
Atlantic. He counts on this process netting 
him asjmuch gain in the speculative part of 
the transacuon as he would suffer in the 
other by a decline, and vice versa. The 
miller accepts an order for a lot of flour while 
he does not own the wheat, or in the absence 
of orders he buys wheat and turns it into flour 
for future customers, protecting himself 
meanwhile by aspeculative sale of grain which 
will give him a profit in case the market 
value of his cash holdings declines while on 
his hands. The packer sells pork and meats 
on the market at the same time or before he 
buys his hogs, and not infrequently contracts 
to have supplies forwarded to him from the 
country. On the arrival of the animals he 
turns them into product fo fill the contracts 
made perhaps -several weeks previously. 
There is elevator room iu the United States 
for holding some 150,000, 000 busheis of grain, 
and cribs are built at country points for hold 
img untold quantities of corn and oats 
through the several months that elapse be- 
tween the time the farmer wants to sell and 


tion. All of these holdings are sold against 
in the speculative markets, by which means 
the men who furnish the money limit their 
hazard of loss by decline in price while they 
retain the temporary accumulation. 

No sane man who knows anything about 
business can deny that all this is perfectly 
legitimate, as much so as is the taking out of 
a policy of insurance against fire or for the 
protection of bis family in case of his death. 
But none of it would be possible, except on a 
very limited scale, in tne abseuce of a specu- 
lative market in which every one is free to 
buy and bell, while some take the risks 
which the actual handler of the property 
cannot afford to assume. Without such a 
market the carrying of the grain and hog 
product would have to be done by the com- 
paratively few capitalists, who would insist 
on @ wider margin to cover the greater risk 
and would be able to command it be- 
cause of the little competition between 
the few as compared with the many 
who now engage in the business. Without 
these facilities the farmer would de obliged 
to keep his produce ia hand till the consum- 
er wanted it, and meanwhile pay large rates 
of interest for loans upon it, or have to sell at 
a ruinously low price to some capitalist whose 
operations must be made on the basis of pro- 
viding for a large possible shrinkage in price 
before ne couid find acash marist for his 
wares. The probability is that the poor 
farmer would soon bitterly regret 1 
jumped out of the frying-pan into the 
case it Were possible to kill off . 
dealings by the passage of a Butterworth 
bill. As between speculation and usury he 
would find the latter to be by far the worst 
horn of the dilemma. 


MIXING OIL AND WATER. 
Ineffectual attempts have often been made 
of late years to form political coalitions be- 
tween labor organizations like the Knights 
of Labor and the farmers. . It is stated, how- 
ever, that such a combination is now forming 


| in Indiana, ana that those who are presiding 


over the meeting have high hopes that great 
things may be accomplished. 

It is impossible to imagine that such an al- 
liance can last long, or that it can do any- 
thing more than to capture a few offices, the 
possession of which will make the farmers 
and Knights of Labor as a whole neither 
richer nor happier. There isa surface re- 
semblance, itis true, between the two con- 
tracting parties. Both work with their 
hands. Both obey the primal: curse on 
Adam and earn their bread in the sweat of 
their faces. But there are radical, irremov- 
able differences which make it seemingly im- 
possible for them to pull in the same harness 
for any considerable length of time. 

The farmer raises products the price of 
which is fixed for him in the general ana for- 
eien markets, which he cannot control. That 
which an Illinofs farmer gets for his grain 
and meats is settled for him by an Indian 
ryot, a Russian peasaht, or by rains in En- 
giana or France. He can form no combina- 
tions that will control food prices in the 
world; he can run no “corners.” He sup- 
plies his home market, ships his surplus 
abroad, and gets for both a price determined 
in the world's market. 

The city artisan is more independent. 
Foreigners do not dictate to him what he 
shall get forhis labor. When he is not satis-

GUESSING ABOUT THE DRAINAGE 
CISION. 

A Springfield dispatch in yesterday’s Tris- 
UNE Stated that it was the opinion of lawyers 
in that city who had kept close track of the 
matter that the Supreme Court would render 
its decision in the Chicago Sanitary District 
case during the session which begins toaay 
at Mount Vernon. This is probably correct, 
though not certain. There have been times 
when the court has struck snags and its de- 
cision has been delayed for months after the 
argument. But the need of speedy action in 
this case is so apparent that it is natural to 
presume the Judges would waste no time in 
reaching a conclusion. The dispatch said 
further: 


While it is impossible to knowin advance 
what the court will do and preposterous to cult! 
vate the idea that any member of the court 
would give any intimation whatever as to the

status of the case, yet there are those conver-, 


sant with its previous rulings upon similar contro- 
versies and who have closely followed the various 
phases of the present action who express a firm 
conviction that the court will give an adverse de- 
cision in the matter of perpetuating the commis- 
sion and that its finding will be predicated upon 
grounds entirely lost sight of in the presentation 
of the arguments for the validity of the act. 


Then, instead of givirg this mysterious 
ana hitherto unmentioned point, the dispatch 
goes On to say of the lawyers’ conjectures: 


90 It is conjectured the court will hold the

may be diverted from its usual course, 


If these are the only guesses the lawyers 
are able to hazard Tun Tripung does not feel 
greatly concerned about the safety of the 
law. For these aré all familiar points, fully 
set forth by those who attacked the law and 
fully answered by those who defended it. 

There is no trouble with the title to the act. 
The Constitution says that no act shall con- 
tain more than one subject and that shall 
be stated in the title. If there are two sub- 
jects in an act and only one is specifiedin the 
title the unspecified one is knocked out. If 
there are two subjects and each is men- 
tioned in the title the court cannot tell which 
the Legislature meant to cover, and there- 


fore upsets the whole law. There are not, 


however, two subjects in the Sanitary act. 
The removal of dems and other river ob- 
structions is but an incident of sewage dis- 
posal and would have no existence but tor the 
necessity of furnishing dilution for the sew- 
age. 

The prime object of the act is the preven- 
tion of the flow of the city sewage into the 
lake and the nolluuon of the drinking water 


of the people of this city. To accomplish that 


provision is made for sending the sewage 
westward instead of into the lake. But as 
that would perpetuate in the valley of the 
Illinois a nuisance from which its residents 
have suffered attimes it was provided that 
this sewage should be amply diluted by the 
addition of 300,000 cubic feetof pure lake 
water per minute outflow. The fear wag ex- 


pressed that the addition of this volume of. 


water might in the present condituon of the 
Desplaines and Lilinois result in the flowage 


ot lands and the infliction of damage. To 


obviate that danger the Drainage Commus- 
sioners are given authority to remove ob- 
structions from the stream, and to take 


away the two upper dams on the Illinois, - 


which might cause overflow and injury. Evi- 
dently this removal of the dams cannot be re- 
garded as an independent subject. | 
It is quite likely that the court will be 
struck by the fact that in one place the 
Drainage Commissioners are directed to re- 
move the dams at Henry and Copperas 
Creek before any water is turned into the 


new channel and that in another place the. 


Canal Commissioners are directed to remove 
these dums if -they find that an additional 
supply of water has been added at léw water 
between La Salle and Henry which will 


make them unnecessary as an aid to naviga- 


tiom Both these provisions, which were in- 
serted by persons unfriendly to the law, can 
be cut out without upsetting the body of the 
act. 

As for what is said about the “improve- 
ment being local,” and therefore unconsti- 
tutional, it is hardly necessary to thrash over 
that old straw. The State Constitution says 
that where a general act cannot be made, to 
apply a special one may be passed. It is hot 
in the power of man to draft. a general 
law that will fulfill the needs of. the 
Chicago Drainage District and at the 
same time can be made to apply to all parts 
of the State. It is not possible to drain 
water from Lake Michigan to discharge into 
the Desplaines for more than two other 
drainage districte—viz.: The Calumet re- 
gion and the country west of Evanston. Un- 
der the present act the Chicago Sanitary Dis- 
trict has been organized; the Calumet one 
will be in course of time; and perhaps a third, 
embracing the territory from Evaaston to 
the State line. That is as many districts as 
one law could possibly cover. 

As for some of.the other guesses of the 
Springfield lawyers, they are based on the 


assumption that the Legislature can do noth- 


ing but what it is specially permitted to, and 
that ithas no unenumerated powers. Such 
an idea is so much at variance with tne fact 


that it is needless to discuss it. 


These guessers should pick cheir flints and 
try again, and see if they can find out this 
unknown and undiscussed flaw in the act, so 
that an opinion may bs formed as to its 
weight. If there is ope, and if it ap-

a WAR O8 BETTER TRADE WITH , 


Congressman Hitt has reported from the 
House Committee on Foreign Affairs a reso- 
lution to promote commercial union with 
Canada,” which is supplementary to that 
adopted a little over a year ago. The House 


resolution adopted March 1, 1889, authorized 


the President to appoint Commissioners to 
negotiate with Canada whenever the Govern- 


ment of that country should “declare a desire 


to establish commercial union with the 
United States, having a uniform revenue 
system, like internal taxes to be collected 
and like import duties to be imposed on arti- 
cles brought into either country from 
other nations, with no duties upon trade be- 
tween the United States and Canada.” The 
present resolution, instead of entering into 
details or making conditional propositions, 
declares. squarely in favor of entire 
freedom of commerce between tunis 
country and Canada and provides for 
a conference whenever our neighbor on 
the North is willing to consider the matter, 
“The complete removal of ail duties upon 
trade between Canada ana tne United 
States is the proposition which the House 
committee thinks the proper one for discus- 
sion. The committee adds that in the five 
years durimmg which the question of reci- 


procity with Canada has been actively dis-. 


cussed no serious reason has been advanced 
why free trade should not prevail between 
the United States and the Dominion States, 
ana no objections have been made except by 
persons who have a special interest in the 
doubie tariff system and think it inures to 
their, benefit, however it may injure the gen- 
eral interests of the two countries. 

Evidently the question of reciprocity with 
Canada must soon be decided definitely one 
way or the other. For years the pressure in 
this country for better trade relations with 
Canada has been growing stronger, and 
until lately the only opposition came from 
individuals who were grinding their axes at 
public expense and didn’t care to lose the 
private snap they had in the tariff. The Mo- 
Kinley bill, however, proposes in the alleged 
interest of American farmers to heavily in- 
crease tne duties on certain articles import- 
ed from Canaaa and still further burden and 
crippie trade with that country. Already 
the Canadian Government is taking into con- 
sideration certain measures of retaliation 
and considering how, if the United States 
excludes the brewers’ barley ana hops, Ca- 
nadian eggs, etc., the Government of Cagada 
can hit back and in turn shut out the pork, 
beef, corn, etc., which the Canadians are 
buying from the United States in steadily 
increasing quantities. Thus the issue is being 
raised between commercial union and à war 
of tariffs. Tne one can be only an injury and 
the other a benefit to both countries. There 
is no more reason why tariff walls should be 
kept up along the Canadian border than why 
Illinois should be shut out from the advan- 
tages of free commerce with New York ‘ana 


4 Louisiana. The idea that higher duties on 


Canadian products will be a benefit to tarm- 
ers or manufacturers in the United States is 
absurd. ft takes two to make every bargain 
that is perfected for the sale of Canadian 
produce in the United States, er vice Forsa, 
and in neither case can a blow be struck at 
the producer in one country without hitting 
also the consumer in the ower. The line 
between the two countries for most of the 
distance is imaginary only. They are not 
divided by oceans, ranges of mountains, or 
distincmons of races, but are neighbors in 
every sense and should be on neighborly 
terms. Under such circumstances the Chi- 
nese principle of nnn is not ap- 
plicable.

TIMELY ARRIVAL OF THE UMBRIA. 


The Norwegian Steamer Magdalena Runs 
inte an Iceberg in Mid-Ocean. 

New Lonk, May 5.—/[Special.]—Capt. Mo- 
Kay of the steamship Umbria, which reached 
her dock this morning, reports that on the 
outward bound voyage April 15, in latitude 
43° 55’ and longitude 388° 11’, his icokout 
sighted the Norwegian bark Magdalena of 
Drammen in a sinking condition.

‘MUSIC AND DRAMA, 


he Daly company received at Hooley's the 
usual hearty welcome which greets it every sum- 
mer; end every old favorite had to pause in the 
action to bow an acknowledgment of the 
ardent applause. Tnere was that under 
standing between those behind the foot 
lights and those in front which may 
have prevailed in days when Chicago 
had stock companies of its own, but nowadays 
makes itself felt only on the occasion of a Daly 
visitation. It mattered little what the play was 
about; the actors, and not it, were for once 
“the thing.” If they had simply appeared on 
the boards and improvised weir lines they would 
have been as generously welcomed, so large an 
element 1s their personality in ail their perform- 
ances, 

So frothy is the three-act farce which was the 
excuse for their entertainment of last evening 
that it may be desbribed as an airy nothing—a 
bobble so light that the memory of it cannot 
safely be carried u space of four blocks. “The 
Great Unknown” is worthy its mame, for the 
title aptly describes its plot. 

Mr. James Lewis 1s a grass widower. His wife 
isaway in Paris writing impassioned novels. 
His two girls grow up anc enjoy all the sweets 
of American freedom. Ada Rehan is the elder 
of these. and a charming tomboy she makes. She 
speaks the wretched trashy slang committed to 
her as if it were the wit of Soeridan or Congreve, 
and her sumptuour charm betrays one into 
momentarily regarding it as clever. She was 
always superb as an ingenue; but bow shail one 
put it?f—she is no longer a bud, but a full-blown 
rose; and one protests against the compression 
which is used to confine her florescence. The 
process bas in it just the faintest suggestion of 
the painful. This Shakspesrean woman should 
be emancipated from the nursery. 

But John Drew has not expanded 
either spiritually or personally. 
He has still the good taste, the self-restraint, 
and the quiet humor of old days. When his 
hair is gray he will continue to make love irre- 
proachably without experieacing a heart-throb 
or exciting one in his auditors. He is an Apollo 
of trivialty. 

And James Lewis—is it necessary to de- 
scribe his part? He is the elderly husband, 
with that dash of bourgeois humor which has 
the flavor of vulgarity without its essence, It is 
the same part he has enacted in & score of 
differently named farces. He slightly changes 
the cut of his sandy beard when he aims at orig- 
inality; but in all. other respects he is like Na- 
poleon, ‘*himseif alone.“ 

Mrs. Gilbert, also, is herself; but hers is.a 
sameness of which one hasno disposition to 
complain. She plays the straightforward com- 
mon sense old lady who nas sympathy with all 
loving hearts, and little patience with the mani- 
fold hypocrisies of life. Let her, by all means 
continue to play herself. One gets tired of some 
of the others in the company, who, with a new 
play, change their names and costumes—nothing 
more; but Mrs. Gilbert is too wholesome and too 
rare a type of womanhood to ever grow tire- 
some.

The “Barber of Bagdad was first produced 
in 1858 ht Weimar, under the direction of Franz 
Liszt, who was at that time conductor of the 
opera in that city and whose efforts had raised 
the Grand Ducal Court Theater to a position of 
importance in the world of art. Peter Corne- 
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lius, the composer, was a nephew of the 
great painter of e seme hame and 
was a painter, mübician, actor, etc. He 


belonged to the group of talented young 
people who gathered about Liszt at Weimar, 
among whom were Tausig, von Bilow, and 
others whose names have since become known in 
the worla of art. These young people enjoyed 
the friendship ana guidance of Liszt, and they 
lived for tneir art, devoting themselves to it with 
an earnestness and enthusiasm such as the 
American mind can scarcely comprebend, and 
.Certainly—except in rare cases—could not imi- 
tate. This coterie was ardently devoted to the 
Romantic school, and much was hoped from the 
Barber of Bagdad,” which belonged essentially 
to the modern movement in music, and written 
by a man fully in sympathy with the theories of 
Richard Wagner showed their adaptation to the 
purposes of comic opera. Its spirit is similar to 
that of the Meistersinger,“ though it antedates 
that opera by some years. The Barber“ failed, 
owing to a clique, and Liszt was so disgusted 
that he laid down the baton and left the Weimar 
Theater to its fate, in consequence of which it 
soon sank to the minor importance from which 
Liszt had raisedit.

* As the disputed questions of law in this case 
were considered and decified adversely to the de- 
fendant in the case of the Philadelphia Base. 
Ball Club vs. Hallmann, we are thereby saved 
from the necessity of repeating Much of what 
was so well said in that case by the learned 
President of this court. The rule there laid 
down is that where a person enters into à con- 
tract to render his services as a base-ball player 
for a reasonable length of time, a court of equity, 
although it cannot compel him to perform these 
services will nevertheless enjoin him from giving 
to a third person the services he has bound him- 
self to render to another.

» His excuse that the Kansas City club has 
transferred its membership from the American 
Association to the Western Association wil 
avail him nothing in this suit, for he has 
estopped himself from complaining, as he knew 
of the transfer and approved and acquiesced in 
it. Nor will his complaint that the Kansas City 
club released some of its players help him out of 
his difficulties. It was not a part of the contract 
that he sbould select or retain the play:

SAMUEL BUSH HAVEN DIES SUDDENLY. 


The Distinguished Surgeon Expires at the 
Home of His Brather in Joliet, 

JoLieT, III., May 5.—[Special.]—The sud- 
den death of Samuel Ruso Haven of Chicago, 
which Occurred at the residence of his 
brother,. Dwight Haven, here, will be a sur- 
prise to the medical profession, of which he 
was a distinguished member. Since the war, 
being a man of wealth, he has traveled all 
over tne world, a student and devotee of 
medical science. He was an army surgeon 
of distinction in the late war, serving first 
under Gen. Grant as a brigade surgeon with 


‘the rank of Captain, next as division surgeon 


under Gen. Heintzieman with the rank of 
Maior, and finally as corps surgeon under 
Gen. Hancock with the rank of Colonel. He 
was through all the batties of the Peninsular 
campaign under Gen. McClellan and all the 
other commanders of the Eastern army, and 
when the war closed President Lincoln 
offered him a Colonelcy in the regular army, 
which he refused. He was born in Sheridan, 
Chautauqua County, N. V., and came to IIli- 
nois in 1834. Since the war he had distin- 
guished himself as a traveier and scientist. 


{Samuel Rush Haven was born at Sheridan, 
Chautauqua County, N. Y., Jan. 29, 1827. He 
came to what is now Chicago in the fall of 1834 
with his parents in an emigrant wagon. His par- 
ents settled on a farm near the Indiana line and 
young Haven attended Rush Medical College in 
this city, working for his board. He matricu- 
lated in 1847. In 1850, still owing debts contract- 
ed while attending school, he caught’ the gold 
fever” and went to California, where he dug 
gold and practiced medicine. Both occupations 
were very profitable, and he has said that he 


‘often charged the miners as much as $25 for a 


— K prescription. He returned to Chi in 
1 and formed a partnership with Dr. J. W.

GENERAL WASHINGTON NEWS. 


Preparations ‘for Taking the 
Notes from the Capital. 
Wasnixerox, D. C., May 5.— [Special.] — 
Four weeks from today the actual work of 
taking the census will be begun. The prepa- 
rations are now well under way., and when the 


Census— 


time arrives the 40,000 or more enumerators, 


armed with paper ana pencil, will be ready 
to begin their rounds. The. busiest place 
just now.in connection with the census work 
is the warehouse in this city where the pop- 
ulation schedules are stored. There are 
Some 20,000,000 of these schedules, and 
a force of men is hard at work 
packing them into boxes to be sent 
There are 175 
Supervisors, corresponding to the number of 
districts into which the country is divided 
for census purposes. The scheduies are sent 
te the Supervisors, to be distributed among 
the enumerators. They are packed in boxes 
which weigd when full 287 pounds. There 
are to be 4,500 boxes in all, and by the end of 
the present week it is expected that they 
will all be shipped. The boxes are sent by 
mail, which means, of course, that they are 
carried in the mail-cars instead of in the ex- 
press-cars. They are perhaps the bulkiest 
pieces of mail matter that have ever been re- 
ceived in a postal-car. 
SLOW WORK OF THE SENATB. : 

The Senate is getting poked up with a 
sharp stick because of its slowness in dis- 
posing of public business. Under the new 
rules the House will have all its appropria- 
tion bills through by June 15, the Tariff pill 
will be passed, also a silver measure, and 
other general legisiation in time for adjourn- 
ment July 1. But the Senate plods along in 
its usual slow way, and the Republican !ead- 
ers in the House who urge the importance 
of an early adjournment are coolly told by 
the Senators that the Senate mustn’t be 
hurried, and will probably sit till the middle 
of August. Heretofore the Senate has man- 
aged the matter quite comfortably by put- 
ting all the. blame on the House. When the 
Democrats were in the majority in that body 
the complaint was well founded, for many of 
the most important appropriation bills did 
not reach the Senate till the beginning of 
the fiscal year. Now ail this is changed, 
and the Senate will have to take the respon- 
sibility for prolonging the sessi on. 


- STANLEY IN OMAHA. 


A Chapter from the Early Newspaper Career 
of the Explorer—His Love Affair in Greece. 

In the year 1866 Stanley was sent out to the 
Western country by the New York Herald to 
report the war when raging with the Nez 
Perces. Stanley was not sent out to do this 
assignment because of any great fitness as a 
war correspondent, but because he was faith- 
ful and had the reputation of getting his 
matter to the paper sooner than any other re- 
porter on the staff of that great journal. He 
came, and the way be did his work was the 
marvel of the country, as he constantly and 
repeatedly sent in his messages a day before 
the other great papers of the day had heard 
from their special correspondents. This was 
done by Stanley himself carrying his own 
messages to the nearest telegraph station 
immediately upon the termination of a 
battle. 

No matter what danger, no matter whatrisk 
of losing his life he may have to undergo, he 
bravely carried his account right through a 
country that was practically ia the hancs of 
-hostile Indians, and capture meant death— 
most probably a horribie one, too. Notning 
daunted, and shoving all obstacles to one 
side, he bravely did his duty to his paper, 
and he arrived in Omaha directly after Gen. 
Brooke had effectuaily squeiched the upris- 
ing, aud a handsome check from his employ- 
ers was awaiting him. 


Directly after Hits arrival here he took up 


with a woman ot the town who went by the 
name of Annie Riley, and effectually suc- 
ceeded in furthering Staniey’s desire 
to dispose of his surplus cash. Ere tne 
winter was hardly half gone the 
young man’s money had disappeared, whi ch, 
of course, resulted in the woman deserting 
him. Ina penniiess condition he was glad to 
get something to eat and a warm place to 
sleep, and St. A. D. Balcombe, who at that 
time was proprietorof the Henublican, per- 
mitted the young fellow to sleep in his press 
room. 

This condition of. affairs ran along almost 
all the winter, but early in the spring Stanley 
received word from the Herald that he should 
report immediately, as he was wanted—that 
they were going to send him to report the 
Grecian war, which was then raging. Stan- 
ley immediately started for Gotham, and 
Omaha never knew him more. : 

He was sent to Greece, as history relates, 
and an incident happened in that country 
that made him the redoubtea explorer he is 
today. The story is a long one, but can be 
shortened into one word—love. Stanley fell 
in love with a beautiful Grecian lady and the 
lady’s family investigated the young corre- 
spondent’s standing in his native land, which 
evidently did not conclude satisfactorily to 
she ardent voung lover, as his suit was after- 
ward refused. 

For some time after thisnothing was beard 
trom him, with the exception of several let- 
ters written to friends in his country in 
which he avowed the intention of doing 
something tnat would shed a luster about 
his name, not approached by any of the 
aforesaid young lady's family. He said that 
he had loved once and forever,“ and that 
he was going to become renowned or die. 

It was not a long period after this that the 
report that a daring young man named Stan- 
ley was going as the representative of the 
New York Herald to make an attempt to dis- 
cover the whereabouts of Livingstone, who, 
it was thought, had lost his way in the Dark 
Continent. Years passed and no news from 
the brave but reckless man who had thus 
exposed his life to every danger imaginable, 
and people had begun to say that he, too, had 
perished in the same way that the man for 
whom he was hunting had disappeared. 

At last a messenger arrived at Cairo, 
Egypt, which brought news of the safety of 
tne travelers, as well as a brief but vivid 
account of the trials and hardships endured 
py Stanley and his party; telling of the find- 
ing of Livingstone ana later of his death. 
This brought the name of Stanley to the 
front as an explorer, and there it has re- 
mained ever since and ever wul remain.—

WESTERN PRESIDENTS FAIL TO AD- 
| §UST EXISTING DIFFICULTIES. 


They All Favor a Division of Traffie, or 
Pooling, and Agree That a New Asso- 
elation Cannot Be Formed Witheut It— 
Recommendation That Illegitimate 
Practices Be No Longer Resorted To— 
Fears cf Coming Into Conflict with the 
Inter-State Law—Other Railway News. 

The Presidents of Western roads convened 
at Chairman Walker’s office yesterday to con- 
sider the existing demoralization in rates 
throughout the’ West and devise means if 


possible whereby harmonious relations be- 
tween the various roads can be restored and 


better rates maintained in the future. The 
meeting was better attended than it was ex- 
pected it would be. President Charles Fran- 
cis Adams represented the Union Pacific, Pres- 
ident Hughitt the Northwestern, President 
Cable the Rock Island, Traffic Manager Leeds 
the Missouri Pacific, Vice-President Morrill 
the St. Louis and San Francisco, President 
Manvel the Santa Fé, President Miller the 
Milwaukee and St. Paul, General Freight 
Agent Miller the Burlington, General Mana- 
ger Chappell the Alton, General Manager 
Egan the Chicago, St. Patit and Kansas City, 
and Vice-President. How the Wabash. A 
number of roads, however, were not repre- 
sented. Chairmian Walker, who nas returned 
from Washington, took part in tne delibera- 
tions. 

After a short discussion it became appar- 
ent that a new organization could not be ef- 
fected unless the principle of division of 
trale which: would insure to each road a fair 
proportion of the business was recognized. 
Everybody seemed to be in favor of dividing 
or, in other words, pooling the traffic, but 
the problem as to how this was to be accom- 
plished without coming into serious conflict 
with the law could not be solved. It was 
finally recommended that the Managers’ 
Committee on Reorganization meet next 
Thursday and try to formulate an agreement 
for one or more associations which contained 
@ provision for division of traffic. An attempt 
was made to bring about an advance in 
freight rates, but it could not be done, as some 
of the roads insisted that rates could not be 
maintained unless there was an agreement or 
associacion for the enforcement of rates. 
After further discussion the following reso- 
lution was adopted: 

esoived, That the managing officers of the 
trame departments of these companies shall 
‘convene here May 8 for the purpose of forming 
one or more organizations to govern tne freight 
traffic which is covered by the Western Freight 
Association (Western; Northwestern, and South- 
western Divisions) and the Trans-Missouri 
Freight Association, and such other business as 
it may be deemed necessary to include, and for 
the further purpose of arranging at the earliest 
‘possible date for the restoration of freight rates 
as nearly as can be agreed upon to the figures 
which were in effect Dec. 31, 1889, together with 
the rules and regulations to govern the conduct 
of this traffic. i 

It was also recommended that pending the 
adoption of a new agreement and restoration 
of rates the existing tariff rates sliouid be 
firmly maintained and the illegitimate and 
illegai practices heretofore resorted to should 
be stopped, as a continuance of these methods 
would get the roads into conflict with the 
law. The Inter-State Commission, it was 
ciaimed, is now having agents in the West 


procuring evidence dgainst the offending: 


roads. 

Nothing was done as regards passenger 
affairs, it being thought best to let the Gen- 
eral Passenger Agents who meet today take 
such action as they consider feasible to stop 
the troubles. 

An adjournment was then taken until 10:30 
this morning. 


EaST-BOUND SHIPMENTS. 


Railroads Do sa Large Business, Due to 
Rate Cutting. 


Notwithstanding the extraordinarily: low 
rates made by the lake lines the all-rail suip- 
ments from Chicago to the East are nearly 
as large as they were before navigation 
opened. The only explanation that can be 
made is that the east-bound roads from Chi- 
cago are severely cutting the rates, Shippers 
are not idiots that they will pay the railroads 
nearly twice as much as the lake lines for 
the transportation of their freight. Last 
week there were shipped from Chicago east 
by rail 20,926 tons of oats and only 14,527 tons 
of corn, although the tariff rate on oats is 25 
cents and only 20 cents on corn, and the de- 
mand for corn is much larger than for oats. 
A few days ago a meeting of the Chicago 
east-bound roads considered the reports that 
oats rates were being cut. The representa- 
tives of all the roads deciaring on their word 
of honor that they knew nothing about the 
cutting of rates, it was agreed to continue 
the Went rate. The tact is the trunk-line 
managers know quite well thas their 
Western agents are cutting me rates 
at least tive cents per 100 pounds, 
but they desire ‘to have it understood that 
the 25 cent rate is maintained in order to be 
able to hold up rates to interior local points 
on the 25cent basis. If the rate was reduced 
openly to 20 cents it would compel them to 
base their local intermediate rates on that 
figure, The report that they nad decided to 
reduce the rate on oats to 22 cents per 100 
pounds, Chicago to New York, is entirely 
without foundation. While there is not a 
shadow of doubt that certain shippers get a 
20-cent rate on corn, yet the tariff rate is 
maintained at the 25 cents basis, and notice 
was given yesterday that no open reduction 
would be made for the present. 

The total sh pments of east-bound freight 
of ali kinds, except live stock, from Chicago 
to through and locai points for the week end- 
ing last Saturday by the various east-bound 
roads amounted to 80,108 tons, 1 72,633 
tons for the week previous and 36,591 for the 
corresponding week last year. Ihe tonnage 
carried by the various roads was as follows: 
Michigan Central, 9,625; Wabash, 3.271; 
Lake Shore, 14,186; Fort Wayne, 6,887; Pan- 
Hanale, 11,126; Baltimore and Ohio, 5,010; 
Chicago and Grand Trunk, 10,492; Nicxel- 
* 8,684; and Chicago and Atlantic, 
10,877, 

The total shipments of flour, grain, and 
provisions from Chicago through to sea board 
yer and for export by the various Central 
Traffic Associauon roads during the last 
week amounted to 39,791 tons, against 32,347 
tons for the corresponding week last year. 
Tbe flour shipments last week were 2,256 
tons, against 1,620 tons last year; grain, 27,141 
tons, jagainst 7,019 tons; provisions, 8,394 
tons, against 5,534 tons. The percentages of 
thorough traffic carried by the ‘various roads 
were as follows: Chicago and Grana Trunk, 
18.3; Micbigan Central, 19.8; Lake Shore, 
19; Fort Wayne, 10.6; Pan-Handle, 8.2; Balti- 
more and Ohio, 7.6; Nickel Plate, 16.5.

The Denver Short Line. 

LeEavenwort#, Kas., May 5.—[Special.]—

The Great Northern Explains. 

Traffic Manager Alexander and Assistant 
Traffic Manager Shelby of the Great Northern 
railway were in the city yesterday. They 
say the reduction in lake and rail rates an- 
nounced by their company last week (55 
cents first class New York to 82 was 
not made to shut out Chicago from the North- 
western through traffic, but to meet the cut 
rates made by the National Dispatch and one 
or two other lines to Chicago. They claim 
that the National Dispatch had in effecta 
rate of 41 cents first-class to Chicago before 
their company reduced the rates to St. Paul 
to a basis of 55 cents (50 cents to Duluth and 
5 cents Duluth to St. Paul). The National 
Dispatch, on the otner hand, claims that it 
simply met the Great Northern’s rate, the 
privilege having been granted it by the 
trunk lines to make the following differen- 
tials: First class 10 cents, second 8 cents, 
third 7 cents, feurth 6 cents, and fifth and 
sixth 4 ceats. 


The Atlantic to Be Foreclosed. 

The report that the Erie has secured con- 
trol of the Chicago and Atlantic is confirmed. 
A decree was entered in tre United States 
Court at Indianapolis last Saturday ordering 
the foreclosure of the Chicago and Atlantic 
Aug. 12, and it is understood. that the Erie 
will assume charge about Sept. 1. As stated 
last Sunday the intention is to amalgamate 
the Chicago and Atlantic with the New 
York, Pennsylvania and Ohio, thus forming 
one line between Chicago and Salamanca or 
Buffalo and operate the latter as the western 
division of the Erie. :

STORY OF A CURIOUS PENSION CASE, 


A Pensfon for Theresa Herbst, Whose Hus- 
band Served in the Rebel Army. 
New York Evening Post: The Congressional 
Record contains occasionally some apparently 
trivial statement, which upon examination 
proves to possess no little importance. Such 
a statement appeared the other day in the 
paragraph, on page 4030, which reports the 
receipt of a message from the President an- 
nouncing that “the following bills were pre- 
sented to the President April 14, 1800, and 
not having been returned by him to the 
House of Representatives, in which tney 
originated, withic the ten days prescribed by 
the Constitution, they have become laws 
without his approval: An act (H. R. 1043) 
granting a pension to Theresa Herbst, ana 
an act (H. R. 4840) to increase the pension of 
William Boone.” 
Ilunois volunteer, who enlisted in August, 
1862, was taken prisoner in November fol- 
lowing, and at once paroled, and while at 
home on parole and engaged in celebrating 
the Fourth of July, 1863, at Aurora, III., was 
terribly injured by the discharge of a 
Theresa Herbst is a name no better 
known to fame than that of William Boone; 
but the act granting her a pension is a 
notable one, because it establishes for the 
Urst time the principle that the Federal Gov- 
ernment may reward a man who served 
in the Confederate army. John Herbst en- 
listed in Company G, One Hundred and 
Fortieth Regiment, New York Volunteers. 
Aug. 26, 1862, was captured Aug. 19, 1864, 
soon after joined the Confederate forces, ana 
after nine or ten months service in that army 
was recaptured by Union troops while in 
arms against tne United States Government. 
Having taken the bath of allegiance and ex- 
plained thai he deserted to the enemy in or- 
der to escape the hardships of prison life, he 
was released and mustered out of the service 
Oct.-11, 1865, and died three years later. He 
had never applied for a nsion, but three 
years afterwards an applicauon was put in 
for a pension to his widow, on the ground 
that when discharged from the army he was 
suffering from rheumatism and dropsy. 
The'noteworthy feature of the Herbst and 
Boone cases is the fact that similar bilis were 
passed by Congress during the last Adminis- 
tration, and in each case defeated by the 
veto of President Cieveland. In the ne 
case, Mr. Cleveland pointed out that theré 
was no relauon whatever between the man’s 
military service Fourth of July 
casualty, and no more reason why he should 
receive a pension because of that casualty 
than any companion who chanced to be 
injured at the same time, and he quoted 
from a letter written by the soldier, in 
which he said: “I never thought of try-

THE CHURCH AND DANCING 


MINISTERS’ ASSOCIATION DISCUSSES 
THE CHURCH AND AMUSEMENTS, 


Seme Favor Dancing and Billiards and Oth- 
ers Believe a Line Should Be Drawn— 
Card-Piaying Furnishes Unhealthy Ex- 
citement — Robert Virtel Insane with 
Grief— Park Commissioners’ Report 
$2,000 for the Infants’ Home—Oid Vet- 
eran Charged with Embezzlement. 

MILWavxker, Wis., May 5.—[Special. }—The 
Ministers’ Associauon had a lively discussion 
today on tne subject, “To What Extent May 
the Church Allow the Legitimate Amuse- 
ments in Its Work.” The subject was in- 
troduced by the Rev. Titsworth, who took 
an advanced stand in favor of amusements. 

The Rev. Titsworth argued that playing came 

properly under religion, but the questions 

were what amusements should be chosen 
and how much the church should provide. 

He believed the mission of the church was to 

minister to the whole nature of man, not 

simply to his religious side. There is a nat- 
ural desire in man for amusement and with- 
in limits tnis desire should be catered to. 

If these desires are not shaped or gratified 

legitimately they are likely to be perverted. 

If the church is to draw a line in the 

matter of amusements it must not be be- 

tween amusements. It must not say that it 
is right to play cards and wrong to go to 


Aneaters. Let the church make the distinc- 


tion between amusements and associations. 
He would say to his boy. Play cards if you 
desire, but do not go among wrong asso- 
ciates; play billiards if you choose, but do 
not go into saloons to do it.“ 

The Rev. Clifton thought it was not the 
province of the church to suppress natural 
tendencies. He could see no evil in those 
games, but they should de taken out of the 
hands of evil associations. Children forbid- 
den the use of cards were apt to seek them 
elsewhere, The Rev. Allen thought there 
was a tendency to unspiritualize the church 
by the introduction of the games, and the 
Rev. Huribut opined that dancing and card- 
playing Christians did not amount to much, 
as the games were not essential to religion. 
The Rev. Clifton refuted the argument by 
saying that one of the most devout deacons 
of his church danced—at home. This as- 
sertion caused at merrimént for a few 
moments. The V. Herr did not believe 
that he could glorify God and Jesus Christ in 
playing cards, nor did dancing tend to in- 
crease his devotion. In fact, these amuse- 
ments were not in harmony with religious 
principles. Dancing and card-playing would 
make a religious club-house out of a church. 

The Rev. Dietz said he was raised a Cath- 
olic and never fell into evil habits when 
young, though he used to bowl Sunday after- 
noons and danced Sunday nights, but he did 
not believe the natural instincts of men were 
right unless purified by Christ. For himseif 
he would not — amusements into the 
church.

The boat has a cylindrical hull of copper, 
with conical ends.

The hull, carrying the dynamite section, con- 
trolling cable, electric motor, and steering 
gear, is supported at a submerged depth by 
an indestructible float attached to the hull by 
an upright steel stanchion. As the boat 
moves only the top shell of this float is visi- 
ble, carrying little rods showing signal flags 
or balls. This float, against which the Gat- 
ling and Hotchkiss guns of the enemy would 
be vigorously directed, is claimed by its in- 
ventor to be enfirely impenetrabie, The huli 
and float are protected from cables, ropes, or 
other obstructions by a sharp steel blade set 
at such an angle as to make the boat dive un- 
der or cut away the obstacie.

CHICAGO, May 5.—[Editor of The Tribune.}—I 
have read with interest your article on how to 
remember the tocalities of streets. Please let 
me suggest that if the City Council would pass 
ah ordinance to turn each lamp at the street cor- 
ners having the names of streets upon it one- 
quarter way round, so as to stand at right angles 
from the way names now read, it would be a great 
help tp all the people both in finding and remem- 
bering the names and localities of the streets. 

Allstreets leading north and south should 
ave names on the north and south sides of the 
‘lamps, and all streets leading east and west 
should have the names on the east and west 
sides of the lamps. If this were so people 
riding in street-cars or walking upon the side- 
walks could readily catch the name of each 
cross street, and in that way would learn and re- 
member the locality. As the lamps now stand 
people read mostiy the name of the street they 
travel on from one end to the other, Either the 
lamp should be turned one-quarter way round on 
the post or otherwise the names of the intersect- 
ing streets should both be placed on each side of 
the lamp with the cross street above and the

[So long as the liquor remains strictly in the 
original package the importer is safe. But the 
moment ‘the cork is drawn or the cask tapped 
tor purposes of consumption or sale the law of 
the State prevails. If the importer attempts to 
retail the liquor by the glass or the dram he is 
subject to the high-license or prohibitory laws of 
the State. If he imports for his own personal 
use he is still answerable under State law for ex- 
cesses or injuries that may result. If in break- 
ing the original package he transfers too much 
of the contents-thereof to his stomach he is re- 
sponsible under the State and municipal laws, 
and no Federal decision will save bim from the 
effects of a swelled head, a fine and costs, and a 
night in the calaboose.
